water works draw their supply of water 
'from'"four wells, four hundred feet in 
depth and ten i nches in' diameter, Mr. 
W. S. McMurtrv, the proprietor o! the 
works, believes in preparing for the 
future while he has the time, and con- 
sequently to-day workmen will conV 
mence sinking three additional wells of 
the saraQ depth and diameter as those 
now in use. • In sinking these .wells, in 
order to avoid the slightest

entire south f ^ri'l of the room,

It is fifteen 
by thirty-two luet, and will be so con- 
structed as tejie absolutely (ire-proof. 
The outside well of the vault will be 
of brick and twenty inches in thickness. 
On the inside of this there will boa lin- 
ing of one-quarfcr inch iron, lirmly riv- 
ited together, the ceiling nnd floor will 
IMS of brick and^smcnt, lined or covered 
witb iron, immense iron stringers sup- 
porting the ceiling so that in case ibc 
court house was to burn and full in, tlie 
falliuL- masonry would nut crush through 
the ceiling.

How They Live iu Jail. 


There are at present twenty-sis prison- 


ers iu ihe county jail. They rise in the 
morning at any hour they choose, ex- 
cept tliw.-e on the chain-gang, but unless 
thev are up and ready for breakfast at 
7 :;;0 o'clock, they are very liable to j.'0 
hungry until -1 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Chine*) Charley, the cock, has filled 
that position at the jail for over three 
years and lias always given the beat of sat- 
isfaction. For breaki.ist his .bill of fare 
consist uf beefsteak, fried potatoes, bread 
and black cotlee with suj;ar. Tho meal* 
are served in tin platters, the coilce 
in a tin cupund tablespoons* supply the 
place of knives and forks. For a day or 
two after iirrft incarcerated Rime ol the 
prisoners eat little of the plain but whole- 
some fare given them, but this is an ex- 
ception and not as a rule, as nine out of 
ten are better fed in jail than when at 
liberty. Tlie men who work in the 
chain-fang are Driven a substantial lunch 
at noontime, but the prisoners kept in 
ciHitinemem arts fed only twice a day. 
The 4 o'clock dinner consists generally of 
a stew or roast of some kind, with beans, 
bread and cutlec, and on Sundays and 
once or twice through the week the diu-
